no aid to people who refuse to work. 
In a speech to the New York

Analysts, 
McGovern also proposed plugging 
$22 billion in tax loopholes including 
the capital gains feature so dear to 
the heart of Wall Street. 
McGovern’s revised welfare plan 
would guarantee $4,000 a year in 
cash and food stamps to a family of 
four with no other income and no 
member able to work. 
Aides said details of the work 
requirement were not yet final but 
they probably would be somewhat 
less severe than 
provisions of 
existing law. However, they said, a 
person who refuses an available job 
would receive no benefits. 
McGovern said his welfare plan 
was “ an alternative to the present 
welfare mess.” 
“ We cannot permanently exist 
part in prosperity, part in poverty, 
and with the majority of our people 
under 
relentless 
economic 
pressure,” McGovern said in his 
prepared text. 
The 
Democratic 
Presidential 
candidate offered more detail for 
his “ fair share” tax reform plan 
than he did for the welfare program 
McGovern called for elimination 
over a three-year period of ll 
preferences 
from 
the

income tax laws which permit rich 
individuals 
and 
corporations 
to 
legally avoid taxes. 
Taken together, the proposals 
would add $22 billion to government 
revenue 
in 
1975, 
increasing 
individual income taxes $12.6 billion 
and corporations by $9 4 billion. 
But the South Dakota senator said 
his program would not increase the 
taxes of any person whose income 
comes entirely from wages and 
salaries. 
In addition to the welfare plan, 
which McGovern said would cost $5 
billion a year, he proposed creation 
of public service jobs, such as 
teacher aides, park workers, and 
sim iliar

employment for I million people at a 
cost of about $6 billion annually. He 
said this would remove 3.5 million 
people—the

American jobs and should

Philip S. Hughes, director 
of the GAO elections office 
denied his office had erred 
in releasing the report. He 
said the GAO had made 
public reports in at least 
three other recent cases.

A central figure in the 
funds controversy,

Corduroy is not only easy 
to sew — it’s endlessly ver­ 
satile In playschool prints, 
it’s ideal for children’s wear; 
in solid-tone heavy wale, it’s 
great for coats and jackets: 
in needlepoint prints, it turns 
up in fireside outfits and at- 
home wear: ribbed or rib­ 
less. it’s great for pants and 
pants ensembles. 


The big news in corduroy 
this fall is the bright tartan, 
such as the lively red-white- 
and-green traditional plaid 
shown today. And the best 
look for a tartan corduroy is 
the classic blazer — an easy, 
comfortable l o o k that tits 
right in with fall's new fash­ 
ion philosophy.

Lay the pat­ 
tern on the fabric so the nap 
will run up. This will bring 


out the depth and richness of 
the material. 


After cutting, pin-baste to 
make sure your plaids stay 
put w h e n you sew 
Test* 
stitch a strip to make sure 
y o u r machine is feeding 
evenly; if there s a drag, you 
can probably fix it by light­ 
ening the tension and pres­ 
sure. To guarantee perfect 
stitching, use the new even- 
feed presser foot, available 
where sewing attachments 
are sold. 


Bound buttonholes are a 
handsome 
tailoring 
touch. 
Make a few practice ones 
first — and be sure your 
spacing is exact. If y o u r 
bound buttonholes aren't as 
neat as you’d like, there’s 
nothing wrong with machine- 
made ones.

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Legion service thriving 
/ 
'Bill has done a superior job.. 


Bill Proud, 77, said he didn’t want any personal publicity. 
“ But if the paper can say something about the service, that would be 
a big help to some people,” he felt. 
Unknowingly, Bill was dealing with a reporter who feels that it is 
men who make systems and institutions run effectively, as well as to 
grow and improve. A service is only as good as the people who operate 
it. 
This story began ll years ago with the Lompoc Post (211) of the 
American Legion, Bill Proud, and two wheel chairs. 
As a gesture toward good community relations, Post 211 began a 
service of loaning out hospital equipment, free, according to Legion 
commander Benjamin Brown. This service was made possible when a 
magazine subscription company asked the Legion for Lompoc 
sponsorship In return, the company agreed to donate money from the 
sale proceeds to Post 211 for the purpose of buving hospital equipment 
for community loan 
The service, which continues today, has always been coordinated by 
Bill Proud, a Legion member, and is operated out of a storage room in 
his backyard at 217 N. I Street. 
In 1961, Post 211 owned two wheel chairs. Today it owns 33 wheel 
chairs plus numerous pieces of other kind of hospital equipment (beds, 
walkers, crutches, etc ). Most of the equipment was purchased by 
Post 211. but some of it was donated by people who have used the 
service or have heard of it. 
fortunately, for Bill, all of the equipment is never deposited in his 
small storage room at one time. It is in a constant cycle. 
Bill has done a superior job He has committed himself 24 hours a 
day to this job, 
stated Brown. Harley Craig, Legion finance officer, 
confirmed, "he build this (service) up from scratch to what it is 
today. I don’t know what we'd do without him 
Bill s interest is only helping people. 
J d,ont want t0 get in any fight with business people who sell this 
kind of equipment. But if the service can help people with hard luck I 
feel good about it,” he said.

Parents, he believes, have big enough bill without having to Dav ss a 
week for a wheel chair.

In 1970, the Legion service helped a lot of Lompoc people. Bill 
calculated that over 160 loans were made; 28 wheel chairs with 74 
loans, 19 walkers with 25 loans, four commode chairs with four loans, 
18 crutches with 15 loans, seven canes with 14 loans, and two bed 
trapeze with two loans. 


In 1971, almost 200 people borrowed equipment. “This thing keeps 
building up because people find out about it,” he pointed out. 
From motorcycle riders who need crutches for broken legs to senior 
citizens who need wheel chairs for a trip to Disneyland, all have 
appreciated the Legion’s service. 


“I think its wonderful. A lot of people can’t afford to rent a wheel 
chair or a pair of crutches. I know I can’t” — Mrs. Patricia Sullivan 
213 W. Chestnut. 
“The service is something we could never get along without” — 
Mrs. Helen Luis, Santa Rita Road. 
There is no charge for the service, but a person can only borrow an 
item for two months. After that he must see Bill for an extension. 
“Its a little trouble for some people. They forget to bring a wheel 
chair or something back. Its my job to see the equipment is returned ” 
said Bill. 


It s not Bill s job to advertise about the Legion service, but he does 
Local doctors, Red Cross, and city and base hospitals send people to 
Bill s doorstep 
“I was in the hospital for 26 days and done pretty much advertising 
about the service,” he said. 
Bill is particularly sensitive to this area of human need because of 
past and present situations in his family. His son’s wife lived in a 
wheel chair for a number of years. This is “what softened me up,” he 
said. 
Today, Bill’s wife uses that same wheel chair.

Lompoc arts

Bob Young, principal of the La Canada Elementary School, last week 
acutely wanted someone from the Record to cover an informal, but, he felt, 
important affair A British school headmaster, Norman Allaway, was 
speaking to a group of his teachers in the teacher’s lounge 
Young was elated with Allaway’s presence. I think, because they share 
many similiar views in the education field. Allaway had spent the summer 
teaching and observing in American schools. 
Eight La Canada teachers questioned Allaway on ways of the British 
school system and they wanted to know if their peers have the same 
problems teachers do rn America 
"Do British parents send their children to school with the attitude that 
schools are a babysitting agency9” He said yes. 
“ Do you have students say it is not wrong to do anything, only to get 
caught?” (A philosophy that has evolved in the last five years according to 


one La Canada teacher.) Again he said yes. 
Are British students required to take yearly tests to measure their 
learning achievement as we do in California9” No, he said, that is 
meaningless. (“ We know that, the group quickly responded. 
“ How do your schools teach reading?” . Reading, he said, must be taught, 
you can’t throw a book at a student and expect him to read. (Young beamed 
upon hearing this.) 
During Allaway’s two hour visit the Lompoc teachers learned their 
problems are not unique in America. This information was encouraging to 
me at least. When the conversation centered on methods, I, as a former 
(student) teacher, became frustrated. 
I like to see the world in black and white and know its not so. (That is 
probably a reason educators hold conferences, seminars, and informal 
affairs. ♦ 
How do you teach9 
Allaway doesn’t consider himself a traditional teacher 
“ The difference between a traditional teacher and a so-called progressive 
one is that traditional teachers teach (a subject) and in the classroom of a 
non traditional teacher, students learn,” he defined. 
This statement is not a m atter of rhetoric. The traditional teaching 
method is for a teacher to lecture to his students, to teach out of a book It is 
the student responsibility to remember what has been said for the purpose 
of “ regurgitating" it up for a test. 
This is passive and subject centered learning. 
Besides the forgetting of what was temporarily memorized, there are 
other shortcomings to subject centered learning An important one is that a 
classroom is composed of same age children with different levels of 


physical, emotional and psychological maturity. In subject centered 
teaching, student’s individual needs are not met. 
Allaway advocates what he feels is a better way of teaching groups of 
students with mixed abilities and needs Learning, he believes, should be 
done through experience. 
Teachers should involve students in a learning experience; students must 
do 
Allaway suggested that classes be broken up into small groups in which 
students pursue their interest in a certain subject This incomplete 
definition is child centered teaching. 
Shortcomings seem apparent in this teaching approach. How does a 
teacher determine individual needs of 25 students? When does he have the 
time. 
Allaway said a teacher should begin this method in one area and slowly 
expand it to included most if not all classroom curriculum 
The important thing to remember is “evolution not revolution” in the 
classroom, emphasized Allaway. Many teachers have jumped the “ band 
wagon” of new teaching methods without understanding what’s going on 
A criticism of "progressive” education is apparent absence of classroom 
structure. It is a classroom of noise and chaos. 
Allaway said this is untrue. Child centered teaching requires more 
planning and structure than subject centered teaching 
Alia way has met misinformed teachers who teach without classroom 
structure under the pretense of being “progressive”. (That’s why I put the 
word in quotes.) 
This teaching method, consequently, suffers an ill reputation with some 
parents, educators, and administrators

Davis of the Oregonian 
Bowerman, coach at the University of Oregon, contended the 
planned inefficiency began with a practice schedule in which he 
claimed the Germans set up at a bad time and at a special field. He 
said the field is a 15-minute car ride from Olympic Village and he 
cannot find enough transportation. 
“ The United States is assigned eight vehicles for 20 teams (450 
athletes),” he said. “ I finally managed to get one (car) but any day 
now somebody will pull rank and take it away.” 
Bowerman also took a potshot at the Germans on the controversial 
marathon course, which his runners have complained about. 
‘‘Marathons are usually run on highways, at least on smooth 
surfaces,” he said. “ But international rules say ’whenever necessary,’ 
and that s the out. 
“ The Germans say it is impossible to change. I have to think they 
have somebody who can run like hell on loose gravel.”

US swimmers still on top

MUNICH (U P I)—Mark Chatfield 
of

University

Southern 
California paced crack American 
swimmers 
through 
qualifying 
competition in Olympic swimming 
today by smashing the Olympic 
record for the men’s 100-meter 
breaststroke. 
Chatfield churned through the 
Olympic pool in 1:05.9 in the first 
heat of the trials in his event, 
eclipsing the Olympic mark of 1:07.7 
set by Donald McKenzie of the 
United States four years ago—and 
very nearly matching the world 
record of 1:05.8 held by Russia’s 
Nikoli Pakin. 
Mark 
Spitz, 
America’s 
super 
swimmer who already has won two 
gold medals en route toward his goal 
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of seven, was content to qualify 
almost casually in the men s 200- 
meter freestyle and most other U. S. 
swimmers followed suit. 
Spitz, who won the 200-meter 
butterfly Monday and also shared in 
the individual medley relay victory, 
both in world record time, was 
almost looking over his shoulder at 
the end of this morning's qualifying 
heat as he won in 1:55.3—and that 
was only a tenth of a second behind 
the Olympic record. 
Steve Genter of Lakewood, Calif., 
and Fred Tyler of Winter Park., 
Fla., also won heats in the men’s 
200-meter free-style to qualify for 
tonight’s semi-finals along with 
Spitz, while Claudia Clevenger of 
San Jose, Calif., qualified in the 
women’s 
200-meter 
breaststroke 
with a second place. 
However, 
Barbara Mitchell of Seattle, Wash., 
was eliminated 
The Soviet Union and Italy won 
the first two gold medals to be 
decided on today’s program 
The Russians finished on top in the 
100-kilometer cycling race, with 
Poland second and the Netherlands 
third. 
Angelo Scalazone of Italy won the 
trapshooting gold medal with a 
world record score of 199, with 
Michel Carrega second and Silvano 
Basagni third.

had of the 1968 Olympics. 
Spitz, 22, of Carmichael, Calif., 
won two golds in two tries in less 
than an hour Monday night and set 
world records at both finish lines— 
surging to victory in the 200meter 
butterfly in 2:00.7 and anchoring the 
400-meter freestyle relay team to 
victory in 3:26.42. 
He had the old fly record, 2:01.5, 
but was not a member of the U.S.

Spitz, who never has been able to 
overcome the stigma of the 1968 
fiasco—no matter how many world 
records, knows he’s still on the spot.

‘Well, I ve got to do it again.’” 
That’s what Miss King told herself 
in Mexico City after she suffered a 
broken left arm on her next to last 
dive and finished in fourth in the 
springboard competition.

I t ’s 
Genter 
the

competitor. He’s been aiming at the 
Olympics for the seven years since 
he won his first swimming race at 
the Lakewood Aquatic Swim Club in 
Los Angeles and his coach came to 
poolside and asked, “ Steve, how 
would you like to make the Olympic 
team in 1968 or maybe 1972?” 
His answer was “ Wow,” and 
today he’s finally there. 
It’s 
just 
that 
Spitz, 
another 
California swimmer (Santa Clara 
Swim Club) has been the guy in the 
next lane through his long pull to 
excellence and has almost always 
managed to touch the tiles an 


instant earlier. 
But Genter, a “ big happy kid’’ 
majoring in P.E. at UCLA, is very 
at home with overcoming obstacles 
and, as Spitz reportedly worries in 
private, he has the tools to make a 
name for himself in the freestyle 
events as the Olympics unfold over 
the next few days.

Carter leads Bengals 
to comeback victory 


OCEAN FISHING 
The fishing situation out of Port San Luis is what one 
might call very fluid. The albacore are within 12 miles of 
port. Fishing is hot one day, just plain poor the next. 
Weather has been a deciding factor. One sees a beautiful 
calm sea off the shore, that is a raging sea some miles out, 
and that is how it goes. Small boats make the trip and come 
back with either a load or nothing but a very wet skin. 
The salmon are still conspicious by their absence, with 
few if any sportsmen even looking for them. This can only 
be attributed to the condition of the moon. The fish are 
there but just not hitting any sort of bait or lure. Of course 
the picture can change overnight with a shift of wind and 
current, and about the only people who are really happy are 
the bottom fishermen, who have never had it so good. All 
they have to cry about is the (to them ) small limits. 
The bigger boats have been down in the Point Sal area 
and are coming in with limits of large ling cod. 
Further south in the Hueneme and Oxnard area, some 
nice sized black bass are being taken off Santa Cruz and the 
islands, with calico and sand bass making up some nice 
sacks of fish. White sea bass have moved into the Anacapa 
area, and fish up to 20 lbs have been common. At least that 
is what appeared to us checking a boat at the Ventura 
Sports fishing dock. The best bait appears to be fresh squid, 
which is reported as being in the area. Naturally, the bass 
are after their favorite food. 
Some mackeral and barracuda showing up out of Santa 
Barbara. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Nacimiento Lake reported fishing has been on the slow 
side as far as angling pressure is concerned, due no doubt to 
very hot weather. But those who went out did well. The 
black bass are deep down in the daytime but come up to 
feed in the early morning and late evening. The black bass, 
both large and small mouth are not running any too large, 
with fish in the 1-to-l V2 lb. class. Best lures at this time are 
white and yellow skirted jigs fished deep. 
The white bass are on the move again, and schools have 
been seen between Bee Rock and the dam. Fish are 
averaging 2 lbs. with limits of 5 fish plentiful. One must go 
deep to get action. 
Crappie are giving some action, and are being taken 
around Dip Creek and Snake creek. Feather jigs with a 
meal worm appear to be the best baits for the “ subsides. ” 
Catfishing in Nacimiento slow. Macheral, night crawlers 
and anchovies are the taking baits at this time. Margarita 
Lake slow, weather has been hoi and best action has been 
in the early mornings. 
Reports from San Antonio Lake is that cat fishing has 
been good, with some bass action in the mornings and 
evenings. 
Lopez Lake very slow on trout, with a few bass taken 
trolling deep water. Suggest fishing for trout up towards 
the Arroyo Grande Creek. With a sand bottom, there should 
be some spawners in this area. 
REWARD 
The DFG is sweetening the pot for Sacramento River 
Steelhead anglers by placing a $5 reward tag on one of 
every six steelhead tagged in the winter run. About 5,000 
fish will be tagged in a program to determine if hatchery 
production of steelhead in the Sacramento River is paying 
off. Anglers are urged to return all tags, even those that do 
not call for a reward. Steelhead being taken for tagging are 
being taken in cylindrical wire fyke traps in the 
Sacramento near the City and near Courtland. 
More than 2 million steelhead yearlings, about 6 inches 
long are .released from Central Valley hatcheries annually. 
The fish ladder at the Feather River Salmon and 
Steelhead Hatchery in Oroville will be opened Sept 5 for the 
capture of spring run salmon to be spawned artifically. 
Lack of rainfall and high summertime tem peratures 
have brought about a temporary cutback in the DFG’s trout 
planting program in the central coastal region. The only 
stream planted last week was the Russian River in 
Mendocino County. Normally the DFG stocks catcheable 
trout in 41 waters in the coastal area between northern 
Mendocino and Southern San Luis Obispo County. Biologists 
check 
water temperatures 
in 
all placable waters 
throughout this area and suspend stocking when conditions 
are unsuitable for trout. 
As soon as water conditions are improved, by rainfall and 
cooling temperatures, stocking will be resumed. 
The DFG points out that the picture is not completely 
bleak as there is good fishing for warm water species in 
many of the larger resevoirs in the region. 
This will be the last column for about three weeks as we 
are now on our way via cruise ship to Alaska. This is not our 
ideal way of traveling. We prefer the small island 
freighters, but there comes a time when one has to bow to 
the inevitable!

Clear cut issues 


The battle lines are drawn. The first 
hurrahs still echo. The contest now begins. 
For the first time in many a presidential 
campaign. Americans seem to be offered a 
clear choice between

issues, more so even than in 1964, when

Goldwater's 
hard-line 
approach 
to 
Vietnam 
overshadowed 
everything else. 
This campaign, 
it is not that the 
Republicans are doing the right things the 
wrong way but, say the Democrats, they 
are doing the wrong things — period. 
Rather than make the standard political 
claim that he can do anything his opponent 
can do, only better, George McGovern 
promises to stop doing almost everything 
Richard Nixon has been doing and to start

redirect the nation’s energies to

America to its old values of goodness and 
decency. 
For their part, the Republicans pose the 
question, best stated in Vice President 
Agnew s nomination acceptance speech: 
Do you want to go on achieving steady, 
sober progress under the sound and tested 
leadership of Richard Nixon (YES!!!) or 
do you want the “piecemeal, inconsistent 
and illusory’' policies of George McGovern 
(NOOO!!)? 
One thing is certain. The Republicans 
are not going to repeat the mistake of 1948 
when, confident of victory and reassured 
by all the polls, Thomas E. Dewey acted as 
if his opponent, Harry S. Truman didn't 
even exist.

This year, both Nixon and McGovern are 
running against each other in no uncertain 
terms. Hard punches have already been 
thrown by both, and by their running 
mates, and it will be surprising if some 
don’t land below the belt as the campaign 
heats up. 
If there is anything approaching a slogan 
in a campaign notably devoid of New Deals 
or New Frontiers, it is President Nixon’s 
promise of “a generation of peace,’’ of full 
employment 
without 
either 
war 
or 
inflation — if only he is permitted to 
complete the work he has started. 
The question is whether the President’s 
accomplishments in the field of foreign 
affairs, which have already secured him 
an enduring niche in history, can balance 
his less-than-impressive achievements in 
the economic sphere. 
The 
1972 
election 
cam paign 
is 
characterized by an unusual mixture of 
idealism and bread-and-butter concerns, 
of appeals here to the good will and good 
sense of the American people and blatant 
exploitation 
there of their fears and 
prejudices. 
In this, it is, of course, no different from 
any other campaign in history. It is just 
that emotions are heightened in 1972, and 
the differences between the parties and 
candidates, which have sometimes been 
blurred in the past, seem clearer. 
It is as if Americans sense that much 
more will be decided on Nov. 7 than which 
man occupies the White House for the next 
four years, that out of the contest will 
emerge a national philosophy and national 
life style that will dominate the next 
decade, at least.

Gable? The sailors on the good ship 
Bounty didn’t like the Capt. very 
well so they set him adrift in a 
rowboat to make do as best he could.

newspaper 
has 
revealed 
the 
background of the case. 
There was an English Admiral 
who 
thought 
he

fighting 
Spaniards but somewhere along the 
line zigged when he should nave 
zagged/jmd ended up in the South 
Seas, becalmed in the Mariannas. A 
short' sortie 
had

into 
somewhat of a major excursion and 
food 
was 
scarce.

sailors 
reconnoitered among some islands 
and returned with a round fruit 
which was eaten with much gusto. It 
also appeared to cure the malaise 
that haa been afflicting the starved 
men.

returning home to England the 
incident was duly reported to his

Thirty years 
later, more or less, Capt. Cook set 
out to explore the South Seas and 
ran into this fruit again, using it to

his 
bread 
supply. 
It 
became 
known 
as 
breadfruit, 
naturally. 
Among 
those serving 
under Capt. Cook at this time was a 
man named Bligh, rank unknown. 
Later on, during the period when 
sugar plantations and slave labor 
were big in the West Indies, the 
planters were looking for a cheap 
way to feed the multitudes so, 
climate 
being 
favorable, 
they 
petitioned George III to get them a 
bunch of breadfruit trees. By this 
time Bligh had become a Captain 
and being that he knew his way 
around the tropics, was sent to bring 
back a shipload of trees. 
He was a diligent and dedicated 
man and was determined to supply 
the plantations with 1,000 of the 
hardiest breadfruit trees he could 
find His search took him hither and 
yon, back and forth and the months 
stretched on and on. The trees that 
he had already collected needed 
water continually and as the trip 
became more lengthy the water 
supply became more slim. Finally, 
the sailors became so thirsty they 
tossed the old trees right overboard

Tax cut story 


The announcement this week that 
the Board of Supervisors had pared 
almost 14 cents from the county tax 
rate reminded me of my favorite 
tax-cut story. 
A number of years 
ago

w as 
wrapping up final 
d e t a il s

budget. 
In 
scant 
hours the document 
had to be on the 
desk of the County 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools. 
That’s when it happened. 
One of the trustees said he wasn’t 


happy with the tax rate that seemed 
to be necessary. “ Well, Bill,’’ said 
one of his fellow trustees, “ What do 
you want? Do you want us to cut a 
little bit? It’s already kind of bare 
bones.” 
“ That’s right,” said the economy- 
minded trustee, “ I want to cut the 
tax rate.” 
“ We could go through the budget 
and find a few cents that could 
probably be cut out,” said the other 
trustee. “ Will that satsify you? 
“ No,” said the first trustee, “ I want 
to cut out 50 cents.” 
Needless to say the other trustees 
gasped and wheezed mightily Fifty 
cents was a lot of money and coming 
so late, posed severe problems for 
the school board. To their credit

and the Capt. was set adrift along 
with them Luckily, he was pretty 
good at navigation and eventually 
landed on the island of Timor where 
he was picked up by a tramp 
steamer, probably, and taken home. 
The cry for breadfruit trees was 
still being heard in j illy old England 
so a couple of years later, having 
recuperated from his traumatic 
ordeal, old Bligh tried it again This 
time he planned ahead, took enough 
water for all and in 1793 his ship 
sailed into Jamaica harbor greatly 
resembling a floating forest. It was 
com pletely 
covered 
over 
by 
towering, 60 foot trees which had 
started the journey many months 
before 
as 
baby 
plants. 
The 
breadfruit thrived in their new home 
and the fruit (or vegetable) was 
such a success that today they are 
found on most of the Carribean 
islands as well as in Mexico and the 
Central American countries. 


As I remember the story, Fletcher 
Christian took over the bounty and 
eventually ended up on Pitcairn 
Island, accidential^' or oh purpose I 
am not sure. His descendents were 
still there up until a few years ago 
when they asked to be removed. The 
breadfruit appears to be more hardy 
than the Christians.
